TREATMENT OF SOIL FOR MOISTURE, 


Conclusions Arrived at from Results Gained 
at the Now York Station. 

The horticulturist of the New York 
state station at Geneva, in the recent an- 
Sual report, tells the results gained in an 

ment of widespread interest. The 
Object of the experiment in question was: 
1. To ascertain how far the amounts of 
moisture in the portion of the soil occu- 
pied by the roots of crops may be influ- 
enced by treatment aside from artificial 
watering. 2. To ascertain what depth of 
surface tillage retains the greatest amount 
of soil moisture. 8 To compare the ef- 
fects of mulching with those of tillagein 
retaining soil moisture. 

Ten plots of equal size were employed 
in the experiments, the details of which 
lack of space forbids our giving. A 
tabulated statement of the results, how- 
ever, shows clearly that, with few ex- 
ceptions, the plants neither mulched nor 
stirred contained the least moisture, 
while the moisture content has increased 
regularly with the depth of the stirring 
and was greater inthe muiched plots. 
While the amount of water retained by 
the stirring of the surface increased with 
the depth of the stirring it was not in 
proportion to its depth. It appeared that 
the first half inch of stirring retained 
more water than any succeeding one. 
This would indicate that there is a clearly 
fJefined limit to the depth of profitable 
tultivation. So long as the benefit to the 
¢erop through the conservation of mois- 
ture is greater than the injury accruing 
from root laceration, the cultivation is 
profitable: beyond this it may become un- 
profitable. 

The influence of retaining mulch in 
water in the soil was especially notice- 
able. The mulch used in this experi- 
ment was of fine cut straw that had 
served during the preceding winter in 
eovering strawberries, Its depth did not 
exceed one inch after it had become 
packed a little by the rains, and it was 
not renewed during the season. It ap- 
pears, however, that during the dry 
weather its efficacy in retaining water 
was almost double that of the deepest 
soil stirring used in this experiment, 
@ fact which omphasizes the great value 
of mulching in its proper place. The re- 
sults of this experiment were such as to 
warrant the following conclusions for 
the soil upon which it was made: 

1, That keeping the surface of the soil 
stirred, if only to the depth of half an 
inch, increases the water content of tho 
first twelve inches to a very appreciable 
degree. 

2. That the deeper the tillage, at least 
up to four inches, the greater is the in- 
crease in water content. 

8, That the rate of increase diminishes 
as the depth increases, 

4. That a slight mulch exerts a far 
greater influence in retaining water than 
tillage four inches deep

ducts, of forests, mines and waters, 
which are in process of development 
in the Canadian provinces, reaching 
trom ocean to ocean. “It is true,”

said the Geueral, “that Goldwin 
Smith declares that there is no 
future betore Canada independent of 
absorption by the United States, 
and this because the Mississippi 
runs south to the Gulf of Mexico ! 
Well, the St. Lawrence rans east 
to the Atlantic; the Red River 
runs north to the great northern 
waters; the Saskatchewan rivers 
ran from west to east; the Peace 


and Mackenzie fs iho Arctic Oeean, 
and the Fra ti Qoiaurbia roa 
into the Pacitic, The great water- 
shed of the cuou-iment divides the 
two peoples, The habitants of 


Eastern Catala settled along the 
St. Lawrence : their original roads 
ran east and west; then followed 
the stage coach lines, the same war, 
and the reat railway lines the 
same. The Canadian Pacitic traver- 
ses the Dominion on the same lines, 
east to west, and the spread of colo- 
nization and emigration and cap)tal 
and enterprise has moved in the 
same direction. In the early days, 
when the forest still clothed the 
land and obstructed every pathway, 
and the great west still lay silent in 
its solitude, the cunoe of the Ca- 
nadizn voyngeur made its way trom 
the Atlantic up the waters of the 
St. Lawrence und its great lakes, 
with but sliit portage, into the 
waters of the Saskatchewan anil 
Peace Rivers on to the Pacific. 
Modern commerce and the iron 
road have only followed the trail of 
the eanode of the far trader, proving 
that nature has also intended Can- 
ida to be a great highway of eom- 
merce from east to west, and thai 
Canada is not destived to be abso- 
lutely dependent upon her south- 
ern relations, ‘The tact that the 
Mississippi runs soutu is an inte- 
resting fact in nature, but it is not 
likely to control the destiny ot this 
North American continent; and 
despite Mr, Smith's croaking pre- 
dictions, the Vanadian people, with 
resolute courage, are bewing out a 
destiny for themselves while shaping

said: “Among young men, edu- 
cated, for instance, as in the public 
schools of Victoria, where history is 
not taught at all, there is to be 
found a strong home rnle feeling.

the view the greater the outery. 
But the solid, substantial men with 
broadened views, who know what 
the Empire is and of the _possi- 
bilities of a vast commerce within 
the Empire, are keenly alive to the 
commercial and defensive adyant- 
ages which a closer union of the 
British possessions offers. They 
have seen what Canada has done 
towards binding the Empire to- 
gether by buiiding the Canadian 
Pacitie Railway. Mr. Parkin’s lec- 
tures in Australia have done much 
to bring to the surface the latent 
feeling in favor ot British Union 
and to stimulate others in the good 
work, [He has many of the quali- 
ties of the best class of public speak- 
eus, and is exceedingly judicious, 
and hus sown goed seed in good 
svil. The public discussion ot the 
question was a novelty in Australia, 
but the more the subject is discussed 
the more will the union feeling 
spread ” 

“Don't you. think, Geners! 
Strange, that the varish politics of 
England urea great drawback to 
the spread of the Imperial Fede- 
ration ideain England itself ?”’ 

“Ll certainly do,” said the Gen- 
eral, “The parish polities, as you 
call them, seem to be” handicapping

Canadian Cattle in England. 

(Canadian Gazette, Loadon, Noy, 28.) 

Arrivais of American and Canadian 
live stock for past and current weeks 
show a considerable decrease, the ship- 
ments from Canada being confined to 
Bristol and the Scotch ports, The con- 
gested state of aflairs which prevailed 
more or less last week has to some extent 
been relieved, and, at this moment, the 
general tone of the market is rather 
firmer, although prices do not exhibit 
much fmprovement. At Liverpool on 
Monday about 360 sheep and 20 ecaitle 
left over from the previous week made 
up the offerings of Canadian stock, With 
such # small number of cattle quotations 
are merely nominal, For the sheep a 
fair demand was experienced, and sales 
were readily made at prices equal to 7$d 
per lb. The Northwest cattle were 
finished up last Saturday, and, taken all 
round, the average, we understand, would 
be about 41-4d. From a financial point 
of yiew these consignments have bven 
singularly unfortunate, but there is 
reason to believe that a good impression 
has been made on those retailing the 
meat, as its appearance and quality gen- 
erally have not been subjected to such 
adverse criticism ss on store trade has 
met a distinct want in Scotland can hardly 
be doubted in yiew of this season's experi- 
ence, The average price paid all round 
is placed at £12 10s. per head by the 
Aberdeen Journal, and even this modest 
calculation gives the extraordinary sum 
of £175,000 us the value of Canadian 
store cattle imported to Aberdeen and

The encrmous proportions of this 
season's shipments of cattle from Canada 
to British ports are thus evident, isut 
in Canada it would appear that eyen more 
is being thought of the remarkable de- 
velopment which is visible this year in 
the export cattle trade of Manitoba, a 
trade which at present extends but littie 
to Europe. Hitherto we have all thonght 
ot Manitoba as destined to become little 
else than a wheat-producing region ; but 
this season shows that its cattle-raising 
capabilities have been much unider-esti- 
mated, The Canadian Pacific people at 
Winnipeg, through whose hands the stock 
pase on their way te Ontario markets, 
declare that the Manitoba cattle exports 
of the present season will unquestionably 
exceed the shipments of Alberta ranch

THE SCALES. 

A good deal of weighing has been done 
on the market scales this year, For the 
first six months the fees collected amount- 
ed to about $300, and the six months end- 
ing Dec. 31 wiil, no doubt, show a still 
larger revenue. Ihe market overseer gets 
one half the fees. There will probably be 
ahandsome revenue coming to the city 
from this quarter in the near future. The 
farmers ought to be satisfied with an u- 
rangement which gives them a free mar- 
ket, the only charge imposed on their pro- 
ducts being for weighing hay, straw, 
cattle, etc., measuring wood, etc.
